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1) ...on while Jesus, the Son of God, the Saviour of the world, gives 
His life as a ransom for sinners!" Your reaction to this scene will 
mean the difference between heaven and hell, eternal paradise 
or eternal punishment! Every person can understand the 
meaning of Jesus Christ's death on the cross by perceiving the 
seven charged descriptions of the scene surrounding Jesus 
death. 

2) ...2 billion, billion, billion tons burning at a temperature of 25 
million degrees Ferlinghetti it turns hydrogen into helium. And 
yet God simply reached up and put it out. "Well might the Sun in 
darkness hid and shut his glories in, when Christ the mighty 
maker died for man the creature's sin. 


3) ...we see the horror of the eternal rejection of the sinner. In this 
moment for the first and only time in eternity, Jesus is 
experiencing a disconnect in fellowship with His Father! 2 
Corinthians 5:21 For he hath made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin; that we might be made the righteousness of God in 
him. Galatians 3:13 Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of 
the law, being made a curse for us: for it is written, Cursed is 
every one that hangeth on a tree: 


1) John 10:17-18 ...I lay down my life, that I might take it again. No 
man taketh it from me, but I lay it down of myself. I have power 
to lay it down, and I have power to take it again.... 

2) ...willingly laid down his life. He ceased to breath. I've heard of 
many others who attempted to save another's life and lost their 
own. But none of those if they could expired themselves. Somt 
out side force snatched the life from them. Why "all have 
sinned." But not Jesus. The only way for him to die physically 
was to exhale His own life! His life for mine! Glory to God! 


3) Hebrews 10:20 By a new and living way, which he hath 
consecrated for us, through the veil, that is to say, his flesh, 
Sinner you can come to God by the Lord Jesus, child of God you 
have open access to the king of king and Lord of Lords by the 
blood of Jesus Christ! 
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1) ...let the darkness of eternal torment cause you to look to Jesus, 
let the fearful rumblings of the wrath of God upon sin bring you 
to the realization that this man is who he said he was, the 
messiah, the lamb of God sent to save men from their sin! 


2) ...they could not leave him. Love clings to Christ even when the 
intellect cannot understand. It is only love which can give us a 
hold on Christ that even the most bewildering experiences can 
not break. 

3) ...mark His scourged shoulders, still gushing with encrimsoned 
rills.. .and if you do not lie prostrate on the ground before that 
cross, you have never seen it." Have you seen the scene at 
Calvary. Do you realize what he has done for us?
